In a recent Communications Department bulletin George 
Hart W1NJM came out with a term that seemed to fill a 
void—Incentive Operating. This seems to be something more 
desirable than anything else that I can think of at this time. 
Most of our troubles stem from a desire to bend our operating 
habits toward individuality instead of uniform practice even 
though common sense tells us that uniform habits and procedure 
lend themselves to more solid communications and ease of op- 
erating for all concerned. Isn’tit mucheasier if you know what 
should be coming next and are looking for it especially when 
conditions are not the best? 

This may come as a surprise to many but we DO have a 
rather hefty incentive to better operating that should be a 
challenge to anyone who DESIRES to be considered one of the 
best. Have you ever heard of the A-1 Operators club? Pick 
up your handbook or a copy of the ARRL booklet ‘‘Operating 
an Amateur Radio Station’’ and you will find therein a well 
written description of just what the A-1 Operators Club is, 
what it means, and what you will have to accomplish to be 
considered for membership. Now, if this were an appointment 
based on a decision of a League Official I would expect you to 
possibly sniff (rather audibly) and probably remark that ‘it 
isn’t what you know but who you know.’’ This is far from the 
truth. Membership in this club is obtained through recommen- 
dations made to Headquarters by two amateurs who are already 
members of this select group. 

Make no mistake, Membership in this clubrequires that you 
meet HIGH standards as set forth by Headquarters. This is 
NOT a ‘“dime-a-dozen’’ certificate, It is highly regarded by 
all and those possessing one have the right to feel mighty 
proud of the fact that other highly qualified operators consider 
them operators of a high caliber good enough to join their 
ranks, It is possible that friendship may enter into the picture 
(even with two operators concerned) but let’s not forget the 
provision that ANY member of this club can, at any time, 
based on sufficient evidence, cause an obviously poor choice to 
be cancelled out. This same action can take place if a mem- 
ber slips too badly and persists, after warning, in being other 
than he should be. 

If you are an operator who aspires to be recognized as 
really GOOD, you must read this article on the A-1 Operators 
Club. Pattern your operating habits accordingly. As you will 
note, this covers ALL categories of operators whether traffic, 
DX, or ‘‘you-name-it.’’ 

All of you who are already members of this exclusive club, 
dust off your certificates and take another look at yourselves. 
Do you still measure up? If not, then why not do something 
about it — before someone else does it for you? Those of you 
who hold membership are requested to pay abit more attention 
to the operating habits of others, There are some now, and I 
am certain that there will be others in the future, that should 
be members. All that is needed is an interest on your part. 
Don’t worry about the second recommending party. There 
may be several sending in recommendations on any particular 
operator. Headquarters keeps these things in an active file 
and continually refers to them for the necessary two recom- 
mendations, 

DON’T YOU THINK THAT THIS IS A WORTHWHILE GOAL?

Operation Honduras 


By Dick Servais, K4YLG. 


This chapter of the Honduras story covers the operations - 
as seen by Dick Servais K4YLG in Miami Springs starting” 


January 2, 1966, 

» While I was reading the mail and checking band condi- 
tions one evening the landline broke in and a friend asked if 
I..could talk to Jean Garber in Trujillo, Honduras with my 
‘“Kamstu set.’? He explained that Dr. and Mrs, Walter 
Sackett of Miami were going down there and were worried be- 
cause of lack of communications to the area.

The next day I tried but didn’t have much confidence be- 
cause of loose fit information and heavy QRM. The next day 
was worse because I was reminded several times that I was 
on the ‘‘net frequency.’’ I was feeling pretty low because I 
had failed my friend and also because Dr. Sackett was de- 
pending on me to keep him in touch, with his family, office 
and other doctors while he was in Trujillo. 

Things looked better that night when I got a radiogram from 
W4MVB in Jacksonville (see page 1 Feb. Skip) implying that I 
had been heard but on the wrong frequency and informing me 
that I had a sked for the next day. His information was good 
news and the next day I made contact with HR6KP. The fre- 
quency used was sandwiched between two nets and Jean’s (a 
YL Nurse) a signal from HR6KP was weak, I couldn’t put Dr. 
Sackett on the patch, which was ‘‘Chinese’’, because an un- 
educated ear would draw a pure blank, After many ‘‘please 
repeat’’ I made another schedule with Jean for the following 
day. : 

Dr. Sackett came to my shack and things began to take shape.
